Applicant is advised to review the Notice of Non-Compliant Appeal Brief filed 1/09/2009. In the Appeal Brief filed by 
Applicant on February 1 1, 2008, Applicant stated, "This supplemental Brief of Appellants submitted by Appellant's 
attorney includes the claims without the amendments made to claims 20,37, and 40 subsepuent to the final Office 
Action" (See Brief filed 02/1 1/2008). However, the Brief did not, and still does not contain the claims before the 
amendment was made subsepuent to the Final Office Action. Applicant has failed to provide the claims presented at 
the final stage (i.e. the claims that include the "whereby" clause). As such, the Brief is still found to be Non-Compliant .
